By the last pouch I sent you two executed copies of the MiBaker/USAOM 
contract, 


I have not written you sooner or oftener regarding this arrangement 
due to the fact that the contents of a letter could well be obsolete by 
the time it reached Washington, since there have been so many discussions 
and conversations regarding exploratory and production drilling, espec- 
jally the former, without anything definite being decided, 


As you know, the Minister of Finance originally agreed that the 
drilling equipment of SAG be turned over to Baker here so that, under the 
direction of Dr. Brow, drilling operations could be continued at Wadis 
Khulais and Itwad under the Commnity Development Program, and that the 
cost of such drilling operation be chargeable to the Commnity Develop- 
ment Fund, On this basis we cabled you and received authorisation from 
you to use up to $25,000 from such funds to cover the cost of American 
personnel of Baker still in this country so that we could keep going with 
drilling operations and retain a skeleton crew (which could be expanded 
at any time for a full exploratory drilling program) under the direction 
of Dr. Brown. Such skeleton crew included one driller and we have since 
obtained one driller on loan from Aramco, the former working at Wadi Itwad 
and the latter at Wadi Khulais, 


As you will have surmised from past communications sent to you on 
this matter, we are most anxious to retain control of exploratory drill.

The estimate for labor may be slightly high, but possibly not as high 
as you thought since again it is intended to cover five installations, In 
your letter of December 20 to HE. Finance Minister, I estimated 75 man- 
weeks for one installation and Baker Co's estimate comes to 480 @ 96 man= 
weeks, I can't help feeling that Baker Co, engineers are in a better posit 
to estimate the productive capacity of local labor than I am, 








You will please note that the major portion of the amount of the letter — 
of credit requested is made up of equipment to do the job (approx. $20,000), 
Whether this is a proper chargs against the job or whether indeed it is 
intended to be a charge against this particular job, I am in no position 
to judge. I am not familiar with Baker CO, accounting methods and I doubt 
they would welcome any inquiry about it. 


With regard to the type fo structure, I see no alternative to reinforced 
concrete for a recording gage unless we are willing to risk losing it in ( 
the first big sayl, I thought we were in agreement on this when we discussed 
it previously, but apparently we were not. That being the case I would like 
to point out that every possible site I have been able to find on Wadi Gizan — 
has this one common characteristic: the low water channel is a gorge with . 
vertical or nearly vertical sides and overbank flow occurs on both sides to — 
a height about half again the depth of the gorge. This means that the gage — 
well must be placed in the gorge and at high stages the upper third of the — 
structure will be subject to nearly the maximum velocity which appears to be

in the neighborhood of 25 feet per second (the lower part can be protected 
by building in a re-entrant angle of the rock wall), I can't agree that 
any masonry structure other than a monolithic one would be suitable under 
these conditions. It is true, of course, that in the States most structures 
are designed and built on the basis of a calculated risk, but I have seen 
nothing to date which would convince me that we can explain that sort of

Your attention is first called to the date on the attached Bill of 
Materials. You will also recall my request for this list and that at the time 
I stated that perhaps the next time it rained the Government Representative 
mizht be more inclined to approve the materials required to properly water- 
proof these roofs, After today's rain anil the subsequent repercussions I am 
sure that he may be temporarily so inclined, 


It is now too late for the Baker Co, to do anything constructive toward 
effecting the necessary repairs. The GOVENCO people who are taking over from 
us will undoubtedly te faced with this same problem and I'm sure that their 
solution will be the same as we have repeatedly recommended, 


This is the fourth, I repeat - fourth, time that I have recommended 
that the only rermanent solution to this problem is the installation of a 
three=ply built up roof on all buildings concerned, I wish to repeat again 
that in this instance "half-measures" will not suffice, 


I would aprreciate it if this time a copy of this memo would be for- 
wardei to all concerned, ani particularly to those affected, such as the Air- 
port Administration and the TCA officials. I see no reason why again the Baker 
Company should be blamed for a condition which exists now solely because the 
Government has not seen fit to approve and supply the necessary materials to 
do the job, 


I cen personally verify that dating back to Decemb:r 1951, when ny 
very first assignment here in Arabia (at that time working under IBI) vas 
connected with "temporary" repairs to the roof of the Airport Administration 
Building, this question has been repeatedly raised. Then, in 1951, both I and 
my Superintendent ‘fr, Bill McHale recommended for that building a "built-up" 


This is only one of numerous instances here that the Baker reputation
